Chriſt the firſt- fruits; after- 
ward they that are Chriſt's 
at his coming. Then com- 
eth the end, when he ſhall 
have delivered up the king- 
dom to God, even the Fa- 
ther; when he ſhall have 
put down all rule, and all 
authority and- power, For 
he muſt reign till he hath 
put all enemies under his 
feet. _ The laſt enemy that 
ſhall be deſtroyed is death: 
for he hath put all things 
under his feet. But when 
he ſaith all things are put 
under him, it is manifeſt 
that he is excepted which did 
put all things under hun. 
And when all things ſhalt 
be ſubdued under him, then 
ſhall the Son alſo himſelf

at all? why are they then 
baptized for the dead ? And 
why ſtand we in jeopardy e- 
very hour ? I proteſt by your 
rejoicing, which I have in 
Chriſt Jeſus our Lord, I die 
daily. If after the manner 
of men I have fought with 
beaſts at Epheſus, what ad- 
vantageth it me, if the dead 
ride not? Let us eat and

of men, another 


fiſhes, and another of birds. 
There are alſo celeſtial bo- 
dies, and bodies terreſtrial ; 


but the glory of the celeſ- 


tial is one, and the glory of 
the terreſtrial is another. 


There is one glory of the 


ſun, and another glory of the 


moon, and another glory of 


the ſtars; for one ſtar dif- 
fereth from another ſtar in 
glory. So alſo is the reſur- 
rection of the dead; It is 
ſown in corruption; it 1s 
raiſed in incorruption: It is 


ſown in diſhonour; it is 


raiſed in glory: It is fown 


in weaknels; it is raiſed in 
power: It is fown a natural

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body; it is raiſed a ſpiritual 
body. gere is a natural 
body, and there is a ſpiri- 
tual body. And fo it is 
written, 'The firſt man 4. 
dam was made a living foul, 
the laſt Adam was made 3 
quickEning ſpirit. Howbeit, 
that was not firſt which is 
ſpiritual ; but that which is 
natural, and afterward that 
which is ſpiritual. The firſt 
man is of the earth, earthy: 
the ſecond man is the Lord 
from heaven. As is the 


earthy, ſuch are they that. 
are carthy: and as is the 


heavenly, ſuch are they alſo 
that are heavenly, And 23 
we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we ſhall alſo bear 
the image of the heavenly. 
Now this I fay, brethren, 
that fleſh and blood cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God; 
neither doth corruption in- 
herit incorruption. Behold, 
I ſhew you a myſtery. We 
ſhall not all ſleep, but we 
ſhall all be changed in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the laſt trump ; (for 
the trumpet ſhall tound, and 
the dead ſhall be raiſed in- 
corruptible, and we fall be. 


changed). For this corrup- 


tible muſt put en incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal muſt 
put on immortality,” So when 


this corruptible ſhall have 


put on incorruption, and this 
mortal ſfiall have put on im-
